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FEAR OF RIOTS. 


Paris Dreads the Dawn of Next 
Sunday Morning. 


Military Preparations to Grapple With 
an Uprising of Reds. 


LEADING SOCIALISTS SAY MAY DAY WILL 
PASS IN PEACE. 


~ 


They Will Try the Power of the Ballot to 
Right Wrongs of Which They Com- 
plain—A Resort to Force May Come 
Later—Pians ofthe Anarchists Remain 
a Secret—Dire Threats. 


Paris, April 29.—Itis still thought by the 
authorities that despite recent occurrences 
there is no liklihood of any troubles occur- 
ringin Francein connection with the forth- 
coming May Day demonstrations. 

In the first place May Day falls on a Sunday, 
which is habitually aday of rest among the 
working classes, and although the municipal 
elections are held throughout France, except 
in Paris—which is governed by a special law— 
on the same day, there appears to be no prob- 
ability that they will lead to any disturbance. 

M. Paul Lafargue, the Workingmen’s 
Deputy for Lille, Ina conversation had with 
him a few days ago, said that since nis elec- 
tion in November last he had visited forty- 
nine workingmen’s centers in France and had 
spoken atalliof themin the interest of So- 
cilalism, and he felt convinced that if the 
Socialist party did not carry the day at the 
forthcoming municipal elections, they would 
atall events cuta prominent figure in the 
results. 

It was not the intention of the Socialist 
party, as at present advised, to resort to 
violence to attain their ends. On May Day 
next they would remain within the law, and 
whatever manifestations they might make 
would be of a surely peaceful character, 

‘*] have seen,’’ said M. Lafargue, ‘‘the 
President of the Council and Minister of the 
Intérior, M. Loubet, and have assured him 
that there is nothing to be feared on the part 
of the working class, and at the same time, I 
expressed to him the hope that no moves 
would be made by the police to provoke the 
peopie. 

**M. Loubet told me,’’ continued M. Lafar- 
gue, ‘‘that he did not intendtotake any 
special measures in view of May Day. 
There would be no appeal tothe military and 
no greater display of police than would be 
esteemed necessary to preserve the peace at 
the municipal elections. 

POWER OF THE BALLOT. 

M. Jules Guesde, the chief ot the Guesdist 
division of the Socialist party,was questioned 
by a@ press representative with reference to 
May Day: 

**In the provinces,’’ he said, ‘‘the mani- 
festations will be confined to gaining seats at 
the municipal elections. Our object now is 
to obtainasharein the government of the 
country, and as we cannot yet aspire to 
many seats inthe Chamber of Deputies, we 
intend to put candidates forward for election 
in the various town councils and we are cer- 
tain of obtaining Socialist majorities on May 
lat Calais, Roubaix, St. Etienne, Armen- 
tleres, Fourmies, Montlusson, Roanne, Cette, 
Carmeaux and perhaps the Lille and Com- 
mentry. At Bordeaux, Troyes, Toulouse, 
Lyons, Marseilles and Beziers we shall 
be well represented. Culine, who 
is now undergoing a long term 
of imprisonment as a scapegoat for the 
wnlawful acts of the military at Fourmies, 
will be elected Mayor of that town. The chief 
feature in the programme of our Socialist 
town councilmen will be that that they will 
exert themselves to obtain a working day of 
eight hours for the working classes withouta 
reduction in wages. There will be no mani- 
festations in connection with the elections 
beyond this: The electors will meet at a 
certain spot in each town atso’clockin the 
morning, and when they are assembled they 
will set out in a compact body for the town 
hall to record their votes. There will be no 
red flags, and the only emblems that will be 
displayed by the voters will be the pro- 
gramme of the proceedings of the day and the 
profession of faithof the candidates, which 
will be carried on boards. 

At Paris there will be a single general 
meeting at the Chateau d’Eau Theater, or 
the Cirque-a’ liver, to which the members of 
the workingmen’s syndicatesand the various 
socialist xroups willrepair without flags. It 
is still possible that there may be a general 
suspension of work on the part of the omni- 
Dus drivers and conductors and that ofthe 
railway people employed ‘on the suburban 
railway that encircies J’aris.’’ 

In reply to the question whether it was the 
intention of the Socialist party to attain the 
end it has in view by purely peacefutactions, 
M. Guesde said: 

**At present, yes;I donot know what the 
future hasin store for us. The party may 
have to resort to forceifit does not obtain 
what it considers to be its rights by peaceful 
proceedings. And there would be nothing 
tranvein that. Every form of Government 
n France forthe last century has found its 
birth in violence and in disregard for the es- 
tablished law.’’ 

THE PEOPLE’S FEARS. 

The recent dynamite outrages have, how- 
ever caused a feMing amongthe people that 
despite the reiterated assurances of the 
authorities that notrouble will occur on May 
day, May 1 will witness rioting and bioodshed 
not only-in Paris but also in the various labor 
employing sections throughout the country. 
Notwithstanding the assertions that the An- 
archists have no organization; that each in 
dividual acts on his Own responsibility, the 
public generally point outthe recent explo- 
sions and the attempts to cause explosions 
as direct proof to the contrary, claiming that 
the whole series of outrages have been the 
work ofa regularly organized band of An- 
archists. 

Though the authorities|have repeatedly said 
that no trouble was anticipated in this city, 
they are neverthelees taking the most ex- 
tensive precautions to repress any disorders 
on May Day. On that day the municipal 
elections will take place throughout France, 
except in Paris, and it is feared that the 
crowds in towns where elections occur, ex- 
cited by partisan feeling, may perhaps fall 
an easy prey to the Anarchist agitators, who 
are certain to inveigh against government 
and society as occasion offers. In Paris the 
police will attempt to prevent any speech 
making in the streets and a large number of 
military will be held ready to ald them if re- 
quired. In addition to the regular force 
stationed in Paris the garrison has been re 
inforced by the Third Hussars and the Ninth 

ragoons. Six regiments of cavalry stationed 

the city will be held in readiness to start 
at once for Paris on receipt of signal. 

On Sunday, in order that not a moment will 
be lost if their services are required, the 
horses of the cavalry will be Kept saddled 
and bridled from daybreak. The men will 
also be equipped. As soon as ‘‘boots and 
gsaddles’’ is sounded the regiments will be 
ready to gallop to wherever they are sum- 
moned. After to-night all the troops will be 
confined in their barracks to await orders. 
Every man will be ready for instant service,

THREATENED WITH BOMBS. ; 

The managers of the large English and 
American shops near the Grand Opera-house 
have received threatening letters declaring 
thatevery house thatis not French will be 
blown up. 

The Communists and revolutionary groups 
condemn the May Day displays as the work 
of German Socialists, declaring that the 
latter are pure reactionists. 

The Echo de Paris to-day publishes. what 
purports to be an interview with the Anar- 
chists who caused the explosion at M. Verr’s 
restaurant. In thisdnterview the Anarchists 
are made to say that explosions will begin 
again ina fortnight. 

Considerable excitement,not unmixed with 
indignation against the police, has been 
caused at Dijon, the capital of the depart- 
ment of Cote d’Or, by an attempt, that was 
made to blow up the town hall. It was con- 
sidered to be a remarkable state of affairs 
when Anarchists can approach a supposed to 
be carefully guarded public building, ar- 
range their explosives, set the fuses on 
fire, and then make their escape without 
being seen by the guards at any part of the 

roceedings. Many critics of the police say 

hat after so many attempts have been made 
in various places to blow up lice barracks, 
notably the Libau Barracks in Paris and the 
barracks at Clichy, the instinct of self-pres- 
ervation should impel the gendarmes doing 
guard duty at public buildings to keep a care- 
ful watch to prevent themselves and the 
buildings they are guarding from being 
biown up. The inhabitants of Dijon gave free 
voice to their indignation, and it is thought 
hereafter a much closer watch will be kept 
upon stragglers about the town hall and 
other public buildings. 

Fortunately the explosion did little damage 
and nobody wasinjured, butthe peeple of 
the town say that this was in no measure due 
to the police. 

At Foummles, the scene last yearof the 
rioting when the soldiers fired upon the 
crowd, killing many of them, May Day prom- 
ises to pass off quietly. The working people 
propose to hold a display at the cemetery in 
which the victims of iast year are buried, but 
they have abandoned their demonstration 
until May 2. 

M. LaGasse, the lawyer who defended 
Ravachbol, said to day: ‘*Iam of the opin- 
ion that there will be no disturbance on May 
day. The Socialists seek to obtain their ob- 
ject by peaceful means, at least they have 
gone sc up to the present. The Anarchists 
do notactin a body, but ‘separately. They 
are.extremely cautious and I feel convinced 
that if {tt were a question of blowing up this 
house they would rather let me, who am 
their lawyer, be blown up with it than warn 
me to clear out, for fear that I should de- 
nounce them, or that my departure might 
alarm other tenants. I cannot think they will 
do anything on May day—not because they 
are afraid, but because every one will be ex- 
pecting something to happen then, and the 
time that they choose for action is when peo- 
ple are off their guard and prepared for 
nothing abnormal.’’ 

VIOLENT MANIFESTOS, 

The active Anarchists of this city 
have succeeded in distributing violent mani- 
festos among the soldiers inthe various bar- 
racks, where, bowever, their tenets find no 
acceptance. 

M. Very, the restaurant proprietor who 
narrowly escaped death theother day, says 
he believes thata young woman who he is 
able to describe brought the bomb by which 
his restaurant was blown up. she carrieda 
basket, which she-left behind his counter. 
The explosion occurred afew moments after 
she left. A cabman testifies that he drove in 
hiscaba woman of the same description, 
together with three men. : 

In an interview on the Anarchist question 
M. Loubet, the Prime Minister and Minister 
of the Interior, said: ‘‘Weare suffering from 
the faults of our predecessors, who for a suc- 
cession of years allowed everything to be 
done and said under the guise ae. tdleoaty of 
speeclrand tin to prostitute t cause of 
liberty, and this has resulted in the recent 
outbreaks of Anarchists. I am collecting 
every thread of evidence against the agita- 
_- and their plots and intend to continue to 

oso.’’ 

M. Loubet added: **‘Thereis absolutely no 
reason to fear that disturbances will occur 
on May Day. Precise instructions have been 
sent everywhere and every contingency has 
been provided for. France may honestly and 
frankly be reassured.’’ 

The police are satisfied that Frances and 
Lapere, the men arrested Tuesday, were not 
the authors of the explosion at M, Very’s 
restaurant. Theculpritis believed to have 
been the anarchist, Mathieu, or an Italian 
named Pinea, who organized a band of des- 
peradoes and stole much money. 

THE RAVACHOL JURY. 

A majority of the Ravachol jurymen, dur- 
ing the open discussion of the case, declared 
that they were strongly opposed to finding 
extenuating circumstances, but on a secret 
ballot seven ofthem voted for leniency and 
five againstit. Most of the papers declare 
that the verdict wasan inexcusable miscar- 
riage of justice. La Lanterne and Drumont’s 
ern La Libere, do not approve of the ver- 

ict. 

The Cabinet has decided to ask the Cham- 
ber of Deputies for a supplementary credit 
to be devoted to compensating those who are 
injured or whose property is damaged by 
dynamite outrages. 

Adynamite explosion occurred yesterday 
in the Place St. Pierre Lige in the residence 
of a widow related toa prominent local man- 
ufacturer. The lower rooms of the house 
were completely wrecked. The motive is 
unknown and thereisno clue to the perpe- 
trators of the outrage. 

A bomb was exploded in the residence of 
the Sub Prefect of raanza at Rome. The 
house adjoins the municipal guard-room 
where gendarmes are always on duty, but 
the miscreant eluded them without difficulty, 
The only damage was the shattering ofthe 
windows of the Sub Prefect’s residence anda 
+ bag the guard-room. Seven arrests were 
made. 


MORE PLOTS. 

Another plot against the lives of Prince 
Ferdinand and Premier Stambuloff has been 
discovered at Galatz. A man and wife who 
had eight dynamite bombs were arrested 
there yesterday, but afterward escaped. This 
discovery appears toconfirm a‘startling St. 
Petersburg rumor that two men left there 
a monthagoon a mission to murder Premier 
Stambuloff. 

Owing tothe fear caused by the numerous 
explosions which have occurred recently in 
Paris, the police of this city have dissuaded 
Mr. Monroe, the well-known American 
banker, in whose custody the Irish funds 
were placed, from giving a reception which 
he had intended tohoild in his residence 
situated on the Champs Elyses. This action 
of the police was taken on the ground that a 
magistrate resided in the same house, and 
that the attention of the Anarchists being 
brought to the affair, they might seize an 
opportunity to wreck the building with dyna 
mite, and thus cause a terrible loss of life. 

Ata meeting of the Cabinet to-day Presi- 
dent Carnot said that he approved of the 
plan of taking more stringent measures to 
preserve order on May amy e 

The inhabitants of the town of Langeac, in 
the Department of Haute-Loire. arein a state 
of terror arising from the destruction by in- 
cendlary fires of a number of buildings in the 
town. There is no doubt entertained in 
Langeac that these fires were the work of 
Anarchists. Yesterday six houses were 
burned to the ground, and last night, despite 
the vigilance of the property owners, some 
one succeeded in placing adynamite bomb in 
the house. An explosion occurred, the house 
caught lire and was soon a smouldering ruin. 


PLOTTERS IN SPAIN, 


RAID ANARCHIST CLUBS AND 
THE MEMBERS. 

Maprip, April 29.—The secret plottings of 
the anarchists to make trouble on May 
Day in Barcelona received a_ severe 
blow to-day. Proclamations couched in 
the most violent language haa been 
stealthily distributed by the workingmen’s 
association through the workshops of that 
city, and these were followed by an out and 
out Anarchist manifesto calling upon the 
workingmen to rise and wipe out cap- 
italists and employers of all 
The authorities were assailed «with 


every imaginable epithet and were defied to 
do their worst. Nothing, it was declared, 
could prevail against the workingmen if they 
would rise en masse, and they were called 
upon to assert their manh ;

Among the prisoners was Vincente Lorenzo, 
an intimate friend of Ravachol, the Paris 
anarchist, andthe leader of the Barcelona 
anarchists. The clubs were closed and will 
not be allowed to be reopened. 

Among thespoils captured by the police 
were aquantity of documents anda lot of 
Anarchist literature. A numberof rifies and 
revolvers and the usual collection of flags 
and banners were seized. The pris- 
oners were once arraigned 
before a magistrate. Severalof them made 
excited harangues, predicting the ultimate 
triumph of anarchy, and declaring that they 
feared neither torture nor death. 

The various merchant’s associations of Bar- 
celona have offered to assist the authorities 
in preserving order on May Day. 


UNION PACIFIC ELECTION, 


By Fine Work the Gould Interest Re- 
tained Control 


New York, April 29.—The Tribune says: 
The election of the Union Pacific in Boston 
Wednesday was marked by considerable ex- 
citement, according to the reports that come 
through those persons who returned from the 
stockholders’ meeting. Almost without ex- 
ception,the old directors of the company were 


strong supporters of the Gould ticket. The 
possible success of the foreign ticket was 
viewed with extreme disfavor. 

The result of the election was determined 
practically bv proxy of 76,000 share of Borth-. 
wick, Work & Co: of London, which had 
originally been given to A. A. H. Boissevain, 
the representative of the foreign anti-Gould 
faction, but which was subsequently re- 
voked and placedin the hands of J. Worm 
ser. It was reported that the Wormser’s 
gave the proxy to Goerge Gouldir violation 
ofthe understanding with their principals. 
Simon Wormser denied that this was the 


ase. 

The followin g statement was given outas 
expressing the views of Mr. Boissevain: ‘‘We 
were defeated by the LBorthwick-Work proxy 
for 26,000 shares. The proxy was given tous, 
but of course, we couldn’t prevent its being 
changed. I do not know how Borthwick- 
Work intended to have the proxy used. Itis 
said thatthey did not intend it should be 
used in favor of Mr. Gould, but that Is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. I think Borthwick-Work« 
knew on Tuesday what was likely to be done 
with their proxy and they did not revoke It. 

George Gould said yesterday: ‘‘I under- 
standthat the Borthwick-Work proxy was 
given under perfectauthority. Mr. Wormser 
and I consulted on the subject and I submit- 
ted to him the figures, showing the past re- 
sultsof the management and outlined our 
expectations for the future. It was only after 
a thorough investigotian thatthe proxy was 
finally given to me,’’ 

Respecting the contest Mr. Gould said: ‘‘I 
did not think it was either fair or Just to my 
fatherorto Mr. Sage that they should be 
forced to retire from a property in which we 
have an important interest and to whose 
support we came last August whenthe com- 
pany was in sore need. The proposed change 
was an improper reflection upon a manage- 
ment which has done a great deal for the 
company. I think that the foreign stock- 
holders were misied jin their course by the 
influence of some of the foreign newspapers 
that are constantly attacking my father.’’

exception tothe absence of champagne from 
the menu card and was further provoked 
when he found the club bar closed and could 
not get his favorite beverage.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


Annual Meeting of the Nationa! League at 
Baltimore. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April 29.—The annual 
meeting of the National Civil Service Reform 
League has brought to this city a representa- 
tive body of perhaps the most distinguished 
citizens of the country who concern them- 
selves with the purification and perfection of 


the civil service. 

The first business session of the league was 
held this forenoon in the parlors of the 
Lyceum Theater. The papers read were as 
follows: 

‘‘The Application of the Reform System to 
Our Public Laborers,’’ by Charles Theodore 
Russell, of Massachusetts; ‘‘The Postmasters, 
Method of Appointment, Term and Tenure,’ 
by R. Francis Wood.

ILLEGAL ARREST. 


A Suspected Incendiary Forcibly Taken 
From Canadato Maine. 

ANDOVER, New Brunswick, April 29.—Word 
has reached here that near midnight last 
Thursday three United States citizens drove 
to Tillsey Settlement, Uanada, seized a negro 
named Benjamin Robinson, suspected of fir- 
ing buildings in Aroostock County, Me. ,hand- 
cuffed him and carried him forcibly across 
the international line into Maine. Afterward 
the kidnapped man was sent to Houlton jail. 


It is said that the kidnapping party had no 
papers, either American or Canadian,to war 
rant the arrest. No examination was had, 
and when a Canadian asked the invaders for 
their authority they exhibited loaded re- 
volvers and demanded to know if that was 
not sufficient. The facts have been laid be-

Nineteen representatives were 
cut out from the more populous counties to 
give the small counties representation and 
still preserve the constitutional limit of 125 
members in the Lower House.

Intelligence at Last Received From 
Emia Pasha 

THE DISHEARTENED EXPLORER HAS 

ABANDONED HIS AFRICAN FOOTHOLD. 


Warm Debate in the Dominion Parliament 
Over a Government Report—Opening 
of the German Landtag—Storms in 
Great Britain—General Foreign News 
and Brief Cablegrams., 


BERLm, April 29.—A Cablegram from Zanzi- 
bar brings the intelligence that Dr. S8tuhl- 
man, who, with a detachment of Emin 
Pasha’s expedition, was last reported to be 
marching on mukoba, had reached that place 
on Feb. 15. It is said that he intended to take 
possession of sundry stores and munitions 
lying at Bukoba for the use of the expedition. 
The march from Wadelai to Bukoba was 
greatly hindered by famine and disease. 
Emin Pasha is reported to be ill. He was fol- 
lowing Dr. Stuhlmann from Wadelali by easy 
stages. 

This is the first intelligence that has come 
of the progressof Dr. Stuhlman’s merch to 
the coast since a courier brought the news to 
Zanzibar on April 4that Emin Pasha had sent 
his assistant out from Wadelai to get thecon- 
sent of the German Government to claim 
that province inthe name of Emperor Wil- 
liam, 

Wadelalis fully 1,00 miles inland from Zan- 
zibar in the valley of the White Nile, north of 
Albert Nyanza, aud is one ofthe most fertile 
spots on the globe. Partofthis territory at 
least is claimed by the British East Africa 
Co., which has its military agent, Capt. Lu- 
gard, on the ground to dispute the title of 
Emin to his old province over which Chinese 
Gordon made him ruler in 1878. 

The announcement that Emin is fol- 
lowing Dr. Stuhiman creates the 
belief here that he has been 
obliged either by ili health or by formid- 
able opposition ofthé English,to abandon 
his cherished purpose of regaining his foot- 
holds in Wadelal.

DOMINION AFF ATR8, 


HOT DEBATE IN THE COMMONS—THE GOVERN- 
MENT SUSTAINED. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, April 29.—Im the House of 
Commons yesterday on Hon. G. E. Foster’s 
moving to go into supply, Hon. Wilfred 
Laurier moved a resolution affirming that 
Parliament was entitled to full information 
on all documents, papers and tonversation 
concerning negotiations between the Cana- 
dian Government and that of any other 
nation, and that if such matters were to be 
published and not supplied to Parliament 
there was a breach of privilege. Mr. Laurier 
inalvely manner attacked Mr, Foster for 
having withheld from the Houséa report of 
what had transpired at ent Washing- 
ton conference regarding’ ads nagotiations. 

Sir John Thompson saidthe resolution con- 
sisted Of two parts: The first affirmed a con- 
stitutional principle that was exaggerated; 
the second an application that was unjust 
and the remarks made in Support of it were 
extravagant. The ministers had been most 
observant of precedentin their procedure. 
They bad been perfectly corrett and in or- 
der. Ifthe Imperial party hadany informa- 
tion they must have received it from Lord 
Knutsford on his own responsibility only. He 
denied that it was a constitutional rule to 
reduce all conversations during negotiations 
to writing and then supply them to the 
House. Mr. Foster had in the Budget spoken 
from no document, but from con- 
versation, Had a treaty been 
printed it would have been between Great 
Britain and the United States, without 
Canada participating. No constitutional 
rule can force the production of such papers, 
but as a matter of courtesy they may be 
produced, 

Hon. David Mills denied the assertion of 
the Minister of Justice. He said that had Mr. 
Foster stated that no notes had been taken 
ofthe conversation and that he spoke from 
memory ofthe negotiations all would have 
been well, buthe did not. Mr. Mills hinted 
his doubts of the finance minister’s correct- 
ness of memory.

LANDTAG IN SESSION—STORMS 
GREAT BRITAIN—BRIEFS. 

BERLIN, April 29.—The Landtag reassembled 
yesterday. In the Lower House the question 
of the salary to be voted to Count Von Eulen- 
burg, the new President of the Prussian Min- 
isterial Council, came up for debate. Count 
Von Eulenburg said that the separation of the 
Imperial Chancellorship and the Presidency 
of the Prussian Ministry was not a mere 
transitional arrangement. The Chancellor, 
as Prussian Foreign Minister, would still rep- 
resent Prussia in the Bundesrath, while the 
separation of the posts would greatly relleve 
the pressure of work in both, : 

Dr. Von Bosse, Ministerof Ecclesiastical 
Affairs, in reply to questions, said thata 
school bill could not be expected at present, 
and it was first necessary to effect a complete 
reform in the taxationsystem. Conservative 
and Centrist speakers condemned the Gov- 
eriment’s withdrawal of the primary educa- 
tion bill, but all declared that they would 
support the vote for Count Von Eulenburg’s 
Salary in order to avoid embarrassing the 
Government, 


GERMAN IN 


REVOLT AGAINST OPPRESSION, 

LONDON, April 29.—It is stated in a dispatch 
from Peshawur, India, that the troops of the 
Amir of Afghanistan, stationed in three vil- 
lages between Herat and Bamian, have been 
treating the inhabitants in such an out- 
rageous manner that the men 0of 
the villages joined forces and 
made attacks upon the _ soldiers. ‘The 
troops sustaineda severe defeat and at last 
reports were holding Out against extinction 
behind barricades. The populace is tho- 
roughly aroused and determined to wipe out 
long-standing scores against the soldiery, 
who have treated the villagers far worse than 
an enemy would have done. Reinforcements 
are being hurried from Herat, Candahar and 
Cabdul, 


STORMS IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

Lonpon, April 29.—Very severe gales pre- 
vailed in various parts of Great Britain and 
Ireland last night, and dispatches are arriv- 
ing telling of maritine disasters.

TWO DESPERADOES DEAD. 


Details of the Killing of Spencer and 
Burnett by Officers in Wyoming. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., April 29.—Detalls have 
just been received of the killing of the two 
desperate horsethieves, Col. Spencer and 
Jack Burnett at Jackson Hole, in the extreme 
northwestern part ofthe State, a brief ac- 
count of which was sent out at the time. 
The men were killed by five deputy sheriffs 
led by J. H. Holland of Uintah Uounty and 
fifty horses stolen from the Big Horn country 
in Wyoming and Montana were found at 
their rendezvous. The journey tothe horse- 
thieves’ camp, which is fifty miles from any 
settlement, was made on snowshoes and the 


evening of the third day, now two weeks 
ago, the officers.came within sight of it. 
While in hiding they saw Col. Spencer enter 
the cabinand as soon as night came, the 
house was surrounded by the officers. 
At daylight the cabin door opened and 
Spencer went out toward the stabie. He was 
told to surrender and “ounce by emptying his 
six-shooter at his would-be captors. They 
returned the fire and Spencer dropped dead, 
riddled with bullets. The firing Drought Bur- 
nett to the door and he had a six-shooter and 
ballard rifle with him. As he was known (to 
be one of the Dest shots In the oountry, the 
deputies entrenched themselves behind a 
ridge. After two dozen shots were fired Bur- 
nett was given a chance to surrender, but he 
refused and a bullet through him settled the 
career of one of the most notorious horse- 
thieves of the Northwest, Four other horse- 
thieves are under arrest In the same tte yeh 
the result of a crusade inaugurated six 
months ago.

Archbishop Kalzer Classifies the Objec- 
tionable Secret Societies. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 29.—A letter from 
Archbishop Kalzer to the priests of his dio- 
cese defines the position to be taken by them 
with regard to membership in secret organi- 
zations. He declares that Masons and Car- 
bonariare excommunicated, and that ‘‘the 
Odd Fellows and Sons of Temperance are at 
least by name expressly forbidden.’’ He 
also says that Anarchists, Communists, So- 
cialists and Turners who are allied tothe 
society under the general'title of “*Turner 


Bund,’’ come under the Class which the 
Catholic Church excommunicates. More- 
over, all societies which claim for themselves 
*‘a priest’’ or chaplain, or worship on their 
own authority with their own special ritual 
and ceremonies, are implicitly excommuni- 
cated. With regard to this point, it is ex- 
plained that the remarks do not apply to the 
reciting of prayers at public gatherings. The 
Archbishop also warns his flock that under 
) vane of grievous sin all Catholics are forbid- 

en to join any secret society which binds its 
members either by oath or by mere word of 
honor to observe the secrets of the society so 
that it cannot be revealed even to a bishop of 
the diocese. Likewise under pain of grievous 
sin are forbidden societies which bind their 
members to blind and unreserved obedience,

Only Charred Remnants Left of the 
Philadelphia Fire Victims. 


SIX UNKNOWN BOYS BELIEVED TO HAVE 
PERISHED. 


The Search for Bodies Reveals Blackened 
and Unrecognizable Masses of Human 
Flesh—Five Children Injured by a 
Runaway Horse—Killed by Inhaling 
Gas—Casualties. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 29.—The search 
for the victims of the Ventral Theater fire 
began at 7 o’clock this morning. Upon the 
belief that the bodies would be found close to 
where the stairway on tho right leading up 
from the rear of the stage was located, work 
was begun at that point. The rear wall of 
the theater and still the higher wall of the 
Times Dullding being threateningly over the 
workmen, great caution was necessary in 
digging around the base of the theater wall, 
>lest it should be shaken down on the crowd of 
men laboring at its base. 

After two anda half hours of slow, labo- 
rious work,the searchers had the melancholy 
satisfaction of uncovering part of a body. 
Half an hour more work brought the body 
completely into view, but the charred and 
blackened mass of flesh bore so little like- 
ness to a human body that it could not be told 
whether it was a man or woman. Little 
more than a trunk ofthe body wasleft. The 
head was gone, both arms were burned off to 
the elbows and both legs to above the knees. 
All the clothing was burned away. When 
the workmen attempted to raise the trunk, 
the blackened flesh came away .-in their 
hands, The utmost care was necessary to 
prevent the body from breaking open when 
it was raised, but. it was finally 
deposited in the waiting coffin without 
suffering further mutilation. Beneath the 
spot where the body lay were found some 
burnt pieces of clothing and protruding from 
the piled up bricks was anarm. A few min- 
utes rapid work served to show that the arm 
was connected with a body, andthe work of 
uncovering it was proceeded with. The body 
of the first of theunfortunate people found was 
taken totne establishment ofthe Cofroner’s 
undertaker, where it was found to be that of 
awoman. Clothing found beneath i was 
identified by the women of tne theater as 
that of Miss Flora Lorella. 

As tast as the bodies are removed they will 
be taken in charge by the Coroner, and when 
all the missing members ofthe company are 
found their friends will be given their bodies 
for burial. George 8&.Thatcher,whowasin the 
audience, and who was reported as missing 
returned to his home last night. 

Eoough of the ruins of the Times building 
have been removed to allow a partial exam- 
ination to be made of the press-room. The 
double ceiling of the room, upon which so 
much dependence was placed in the event of 
such an occurrence, was found to have 
been crushed in by the falling buildings. Two 
of the presses are completely, covered by 
debris and it is feared that they are damaged 
beyond repair. 
much damaged and may possibly be fit to use 
agi. The two destroyed presses cost $40,000 
aplece. 

Special Officer McGarrity, who was inthe 
Central Theater at the time the fire startea, 
tells astory which is startling iftrue. He 
saysthathe sawsix boys apparently com- 
panions rush for thefire escape where they 
were soon struggling with a massof desper- 
ate men who could pay attention to the 
safety of noone but themselves. The boys 
were quickly relegated to the rear, as the 
mob pushed its way forward. He was about 
to make his own exit, when through the 
blinding smoke he sawthe boys trampled 
and almost dead lyingonthe stairway. He 
turned backand endeavored to rescue the 
lads. His efforts, however, were unavailing 
for they could not be reached on account of 
the fury of the fames. McGarrity made his 
escape just before theinteriorof the bulid- 
ing gave way and watched forthe boys to 
come out. Hedid not see them again and 
thinks without a doubt that they were buried 
in the ruins. 

The search for bodies was stopped at noon 
because of the danger that the orernenes 
walls might fall on the searchers. These 
will be taken down atonce and the search 
resumed, 

Thomas Atcheson, aged 37 years, who was 
burned while making his escape from the 
burning theater, died to-day at the Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital. Atcheson is the first of those 
severely burned to die, although several 
others are ina dangerous condition, It is 
believed they will all recover,

|FOUN D IN A BOTTLE. 


An Old Catholie Reeord Dug Up Near 
the Cathedral 
DESCRIPTION OF AN ORPHAN ASYLUM 
CORBNER-STONE LAYING IW 1835. 


The Asylum Had Long Since Been Re- 
moved and the Old Building Was Used 
as a Tenement-A Ceremony Whieh 
Took Place When Bishop Rosati Ruled 
the Diocese. 


Workmen excavating on Third street, near 
the old Cathedral, to-day came across a relic 
of old §&t. Louis. At the corner of 
the alley between Walnut and Market 
streets they found a foundation stone in the 
top of which was fittedaniron plate, The 
plate was removed and a bottle fitting tight- 
ly into a hollow in the stone was discovered. 
In the bottle was a scroll of parchment, 
which told ofa building that had once stood 
on the spot, and brought back by its vivid 
description a religious ceremony that was en- 
acted long before Archbishop Kenrick took 
charge of the diocese. The scroll was 
evidently written out and “placed in 
the stone after the event which it was 
intended to commemorate had passed, as it 
is a description of the events connected 
with the laying of the  corner-stone. 
Itis written by Father Joseph Lutz, then 
Secretary to Bishop Kosati, and in its simple 
Latin tells the story of the ‘events of a meim- 
orable Sunday afternoon in the little town of 
St. Louls. The front page of the manuscript 
reads as follows:

THE TRANSLATION. 

The following Is a translation of the record: 

For the everlasting memory of the event. 

The fifth day of May, inthe year of grace, 
1835, and sixtyeth of American independence 
Gregory XVI. being the head of the universal 
church, andthe Rt. Rev. Joseph Rosati, bishop 
of the missionary diocese of St. Louls, and 
Andrew Jackson, being Executive of the 
United States having been twice elected 
President, and Daniel Dunklin, Governor of 
Missouri, this first stone of the 
orphan asylum of St. Louls, 
the ground having been given 
gratis for the purpose by the nnd solely to 
the Sisters of Charity, was solemnly laid and 
properly putin place before a large assem- 
bly and with the full consent of the people. 
There were present tw enty-eight orphan beys 
under the care of Sister Elizabeth Dalon 
and alsoa goodly number of matrons who 
had formed a society for the education of the 
orphans, There were also present at the 
laying of the corner stone many honorable 
citizens of St, Louls, namely, Gen. William 
Ciark, James Spencer, bir. Rutge rs, officers 
of the ladies’ and from the Board of Alder- 
men, Mr. Peck and Mr. Norton. 

ON THE REVERSE SIDFE. 

The reverse side of the parchment gives in 
Latin a synopsis of the exercises. It says that 
the tolowing matrons of the society already 
wentioned struck the stone with an 
iron mallet: Anna Biddle, Pres!i- 
dent; Theresa O’Rourk, Vice-Presi- 
dent; Lucia E. Tesson, Secretary ; 
Maria Ludovica Tighe, Treasurer. Dr. Wil- 
son Primm madean eloquent address. Dr. 
tenatus Paul filled the office of master of 
ceremonies. Several reverend clergymen, 
among them Revs. Philip Borgna, Benedict 
Raux, Samuel Muchapelli and Joseph A. 
Lutz. Thearchitect of the building is the 
same as of the old Cathedral, Hugo O’Nell, 
Sr. Intestimony of all which I subscribe my 
name and the seal of the dlocese,

THE SISTER WHO HAD CHARGE. 

The building of which the stone was to form 
a part was occupied for a number of years 
by the good sisters who took care of the or- 
phans and with the assistance of the charit- 
able women, looked after their education. 

After Archbishop Kenrick took charge of 
the diocese he gaye the Sisters a lot further 
west, Third street having become too much of 
a business $Shoroughfare. The Sisters moved 
to near where the Laclede Hotel now stands 
and when that locality was abandoned the 
order was divided up and put in charge of 
institutions in different parts of the city.

A DAUGHTER OF NAPOLEON. 


The Death ofan Unacknowledged Child of 
the Emperor. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 
A woman who, if her claims be true, was a 
daughter of the last Emperor of France, died 
last week an inmate of a house of ill-fame on 


Race streetinthis eity. During a checkered 
career, in which she tasted all the luxuries 
that money could buy, as well as the bitter- 
ness of poverty and disgrace, she seldom re- 
ferredto the man whom she claimed asa 
father, and it was not until she became 
aespondent, under the fear af death durin 
the iast few months of her life, that she tol 
her story to the mistress of the house that 
she was an offspring of Louis Napoleon LII, 
She was born in Parisin 1852. Her mother 
was a woman of refinement and remarkable 
beauty, but a small share of which descended 
to her unfortunate child. What her mother’s 
real name was she never told, and although 
letters found after her death were signed 
from Emilie Le Bouvier, it is not probable 
thatit wasthe one used in her more pros- 
Ee Bou days. For about three years Mme. 
Bouvier wasa prime favorite of the Em- 


pero 

Ww om Leontine, as the daughter called her- 
self, was of suitable age, she was sent to 
boarding school in Paris. She frequently saw 
Napoleon while she wasasmall child and 
claimed to recollect him withsome distinct- 
ness. While she was still at boarding-school, 
in her 17th year, she formed the acquaintance 
ofa Mexican gentleman named Antonio de 
Moncaao, of Sans Liersde Portico, He was 


| much older than she, butthe tempting dis- 


play of wealth that he made, together with 
the possibly inherited weakness of her 
mother, caused her fall, and she left school 
and fled to Paris with him. 

They were away for about six months, 
when they returned. She had previously 
corresponded with her mother and had made 
arrangements forall to live together, She 
had said that she was married to the Mexi- 
can, and her mother either did or pretended 
to believe her. Apartments were secured, 
and the trio lived in comparative luxury 
until the opening of the siege of Paris, in 
1871, when, in common with all others, they 
suffered for the necessities which’ their 
money could not Duy. 

Assoon as it was possible she and her 
companion left the city and traveled on the 
continent. While in Germany Moncado 
told her that his enormous expenditures bad 
impoverished him to such an extent that he 
was no longer ableto maintain her in the 
accustomed style. Leontine determined to 
get ridof himand told him so, trusting to 
her attractive personaltty to secure hera 
younger and more fortunate partner. That 
night he attempted suicide in the hotel, and 
was prevented from accomplishing it by the’ 
attendants. 

In 1875, while in Berlin, she met an En- 
glishman, Lord Haston. They soon became 
fast friends and returned to France together. 
They stayed there for almost a year, when 
they cameto this country and visited the 
Uentennial in this city. They toured the 
country together and returned to France in 
1878. They were together for two years after 
and then he deserted her. Shethen went to 
live with her mother and set up a large es- 
tablishment, where she spent in a year all 
that she had saved. Her extravagance was 
the talk of a section of Paris fora time and a 
‘number of her mother’s relatives fattened on 
her liberality. 

With the prospect of poverty staring her in 
the face she determined to go on the stage 
and secured a position ina theater.

Chairman John C, Wilkinson went to the 
office of Recorder of Voters James L. Carlisle 
to-day, and inthe name of the Democratic 
citizens in the anti-Noonan movement asked 
him to take up the charges of fraud in the 
wards carried by the Mayor’s party and {fn- 
vestigate them. ‘‘I take this position in the 
matter,’’ said Chairman Wilkinson, just be-

THE DEFENSE CONTENT WITH PROOF OF 
GORHAM’S THREATS. 


The Testimony Introduced Tc-Day Throws 
Much Light on the Queer Characters 
of the Men Who Were Mixed Up in 

Evente Preceding the Tragedy— 
Police News. 


The examination of witnesses for the de- 
fense inthe murder trial of James McCann 
was resumed on the opening of the Criminal 
Court this morning. . Police Officers Smith 
and Lett testified to conversations they had 
with Hugh Gorham after the latter’s arrest. 
Gorham admitted that he had shot at Mc- 
MeCann and said that ‘‘if he didn’t get him 
this time he’d get him next time,’’ Gor- 
ham complained that McCann and others had 
robbed bim of $1,000, but didn’t say how. 

The deposition of Edw. B. Schofield, a bar 
keeper in Kansas City, was read in evidence. 
He was in Harrington & O’Brien’s saloon, on 
Seventh and Pine street, this city, one night 
last October, when Gorham entered witha 
friend and said to this friend: ‘‘I belleve!I 
will put this piace on the bum,’’ 
He said he was going to shoot 
full of holes. Harrington 
said **‘Don’t do that,’’ or something like 
that. Then O’Brien camein from the back 
room and said to Gcrham, ‘‘Hello, Hughey!’’ 
Gorham replied, ‘‘Howare you, Tom. Give 
us something to drink.’* Then Gorham 
treated and all present drank. There were 
fiveor six of them. Then Gorham said 
to Harrington: ‘I want you to give 
me that bitout of that $1,000 note.’’ Har- 
rington said: -‘I never got no bit out of it.’* 
Gorbam sald he knew he did, and said that 
he would take the life of anyone who got 
some of that money and didn’t give it back, 
O'Brien claimed that nobody present 
got any oof Gorham’s money, and 
asked him.if he didn’t know who took 
him from the saloon that night. Gorham 
mentioned several persons and one of them 
was McCann, Then O’Brien asked Gorham 
why he didn’t goand see McCann, Gorham 
asked where McCann lived, and O’Brien 
said: ‘*He works for Furberand is on watch 
now.’’ Then, after treating again, Gorham 
said: ‘‘I will go over there and kill the —~ 
——~- + Or get my $1,000,’’ and left the saloon, 
As soon as Gorham left O’Brien said to Scho- 
field: ‘‘That fellow’s word ts as good as 
gold. Gooverthere the back way and put 
this man on, that he is going to be shot.’’ 

Schofield got to Furber’s just ahead of Gor- 
bam and his friend and leaned over and said 
tothe barkeeper: ‘‘Look out! This fellow 
ts going to shoot you;’’ and 
he had hardly warned him when 
Gorham pulled arevolverand began fring, 
McCana dropped behind the bar and Gorham 
ran out of the saloon. Then schofleld, the 
witness, ran out of another dovor, and on go- 
ing around on Olivestreet met Gorham at the 
alley and told him that he hadn’t hit 
McCann and that he’d better get away while 
he hadachance. Then Schofield returned to 
Furber’s and pretty soon Gorham was 
brought in under arrest. He asked him why 
he didn’t get away and Gorbam replied that 
he didn’t care to. They could lock him 
up now but he would kill McCann yet on 
sight. Whenthe policeman asked the man 
behind the bar if Gorham did the shooting, 
Gorham spoke up and said: ‘*‘You don’t 
have to bring me in here to identify me. I 
done the shooting and I’ll kill the-——-—- 
—— a§ soon as I get out.’’ 

ED CUTHBERT ON THE STAND, 

Ed Cuthbert, the ex-ball-player, was on 
the witness stand for some time. One night 
last August in O’Brien & Harrington’s saloon 
on Seventh and Pine streets he and McCann 
met Hugh Gorham, The witness and McCann 
had just come from Anheuser- 
Busch’s, where they went to see 
a new fountain. Witness borrowed $10 
from O’Brien, and the latter wanted to loan 
him not only $10, but $1,000. 
need it,’’ said Cuthbert with a smile. 

Gorham had a $1,000 bill, ana said that he 
got it from the sale of his saloon. He insisted 
upon giving it to the witness, but Cuthbert 
declined totakeit. Then Gorham, who was 
intoxicated, tore the billin twoand put one 
of the pieces down under his (Cuthbert’s) 
collar, or tried todo it. There was a man 
with Gorham at the time, a stranger to Cuth.- 
bert, and the only other ersons in 
the saloon were McCann, arrington 
and Seymour, the barkeeper. or- 
ham had his $i, 000 bill when he left the sa- 
loon a little later. This was the latter part 
of last August or perhaps the Ist of Septem- 
ber.

Girdle. 


A LOVE-FEAST OF HARMONY OVER “OLD 
REGULARITY’S” REMAINS. 


With Warner for Governor and Bothwell 
at the Head of the Party Organization, 
Mr. Kerens Says that a New Republican 
Era has Begun in Missouri—Other Sig- 
nificant Interviews—Warner’s FPro- 
posed Vigorous Flan of Campaign. 


At 7 o’clock this morning ‘‘triumphant Re- 
publicanism’' materialized at the Union 
Depot in the shape of the return of the St. 
Louts delegation from the Republican State 
Convention at Jefferson. City, which ad- 
journed yesterday. The materialization con- 
sistea of Hon. Richard ©. Koerens, 
Maj. Chaales HH. Pearce, Mr. Matt 
G. Reynolds, Nathan Frank and others of the 
St. Louis delegation and the triumphant ele- 
ment was the news of the decline and down- 
fall of Chauncey I. Filley, which permeated 
the very atmosphere as the train containing 
the delegation rolled into view and stopped 
under the Union Depot sheds. Warner and 
harmoay, the dawn ofa new regime in the 
Republican organization in Missour! and the 
sweeping victory of the Silks at the conven- 
tion; seemed to be the rallying cries 
of the returning delegation. That the 
harmony in question was that of the lion and 
the lamb, with Filley in the role of the 
digested lamb, was also apparently an added 
element of general joy, and the scene at the 
Union Depot xas the St. Louis delegation 
alighted and received the congratulations of 
welcoming friends, needed only the ringing 
of bells and the ‘booming of cannon to make 
ita complete political jollification. 

KERENS IN HIGH FEATHER. 

Later this morning, after the various mem- 
bers of the delegation had breakfasted and 
reached their respective offices in this ofty, a 
Post-DIsSPATCH reporter went the rounds for 
the latest returns from the scene of what is 
now generally conceded to have been the 
Waterloo of ‘‘Old Regularity.’’ Hon. Rich- 
ard C. Kerens was found at his office sur- 
rounded by friends, among whom was Col. 
James O. Churchill, Custodian of the Port of 
St. Louis, and readily consented to an inter- 
view. He wasina whirlof high spirits and 
talked like a Napoleonic bulletin reads: 

‘*The Sedalia convention,’’ said Mr. 
Kerens, ‘‘marks the beginning of the new 
regime in the Republican party of Missouri. 
It accomplished noble work. ‘The ticket and 
platform nominated and adopted by the con- 
vention isallthatthe State couldask. Maj.

He had 
contests tofire ata half-dozen Silk Stocking 
delegates. Kerens, Schuarteand Matt Rey- 
nolds understood his game and 
they had a well arranged plan 
of battle. They madetheir chief fight inthe 
room ofthe Credentiais Committee. They 
had Filley shut out asa delegate when the 
committee voted not to accept any proxy is- 
sued from any ward or county of 
which the holder was a =0»non-resident. 
This action ejeeted ‘*‘Old Regularity’’ as 
he hada proxy from one of the Hoodlum 
wards. It cut him deeply, and he Jeft yester- 
day afternoon in a furious humor. He did 
not even wait to see the ticket nominated 
from Lieutenant-Governor down. He acted 
as chairman of the committee 
that escorted Warner to the platform 
and he made a harmony speech. Then he 
packed up his eripandlefttown. The elec- 
tion of Kerens as a delcgate-at-large hurt 
him. and hoe charged right and left that this 
result had been obtained by the free use of 
money and the falsification of the roll call. 

Mr. Kerens said thatthe story that he had 
used money was an ‘‘infamous falsehood.’’

His 
fight on Filey did not stop there, however. 
He worked up the delegates that supported 
Kerens and got themto vote for J. H. Both- 
well of Sedalia for Chatrman of 
State Committee. Bothwell, it 
be remembered, was the anti- 
candidate for President of 
the State Kepublican League in the Sedalia 
Convention last February. He was defeated, 
however, by Filley’s candidate, W. H. Hark- 
Jess of Kansas City. Reynolds registered a 
solemn vow that he would get even with 
Filley and he got his revenge in Bothwell’s 
election as Chairman of the State Committee.

POSTMASTER’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Postal Savings Depositories and 
Other Matters—Federal Building News. 


Postmaster Harlow received from Post- 
Master-General Wanamaker to-day the April 
issue of a little volume of instructions 
and information to postmasters. 


It will be remembered that at the conference 
of postmasters in Washington, March 9, the 
respective postmasters of Toledo, O., Lowell, 
Mass. Milwaukee, Wis., Atlanta, Ga., 
St. uls, Mo., Indianapolis, Ind., 
Omaha, Neb., and New Haven, Conn., 

yere appointed a committee to walt upon 
and consult with the House Committee on 
Post Offices and Post Roads. The commit- 
tee formulated the results of their 
conference with the House Committee 
in a series of bills which the Postmaster- 
General publishes in his little book. Per- 
haps the most important is the postal sav- 
ings depositories bill, The Postmaster- 
General is empowered to designate certain 
post-offices as postal savings depositories. 
and heis authorized to seli adhesive saving 
stamps for 5 cents, 10 cents and $1. The 
money deposited with postmasters Is to be 
forwarded to the Secretary of 
the ‘Lreasury once a month, 
and by him invested in United States bonds, 
except a portion which isto be Kept on hand 
torepay depositors, . Five per cent of the 
earnings areto paythe legitimate expenses 
ot the system, including extra salary to 
postmasters, 20 percent is to constitute a re- 
serve fund to meet losses and 75 percent of the 
earnings will be divided prorata among de 
positors whose money bas been in the treas- 
ury over six months. No person is allowed to 
put over $300 yearly in the depository. 

Another law recommended by the post- 
masters is intended toremove from second- 
class mail matter certain publications that 
are not bona fide perlodicals and not 
calculated to disseminate useful knowledge. 
It is also recommended to transmit fourth- 
class matter at thira-class rates, namely, 1 
cent for two ounces. The intention ts to 
combine the two classes. Enactments 
are also formulated to extend the 
free delivery and collection sys- 
tem to small communities and 
country districts, to establish the carrier sys- 
tem in towns of 5,000 inhabitants and to 
guarantee against the loss of registered let- 
ters valued at over $10. 

Samuel B. Elkins, postmaster of ColumDia, 
Mo., and a brother of ‘secretary of War 
Stephen B. Elkins, paid a visit to the Post- 
master’s office to-day. The brothers have the 
very same initiais.. Mr. Elkins is said to be 
in the city on private business.

POINTS ABOUT PARROTS. 


Eat and Why They Have 
Bills. 


What They 
Such Powerful 


From the Cornhill Magazine. 

Parrots are vegetarians. Sir Henry Thomp- 
son himself couldn’t find fault with their 
regimen. They live chiefly upona light, but 
nutritious diet of fruit and seeds, or upon 
the abundant nectar of rich tropical flowers. 
And it is mainly for the sake of get- 
ting at their chosen food that they 
have developed the largeand powerful bills 
which characterize the family... You may 
have, perhaps, noted that most tropical fruit 
eaters, like the hornbills and toucans, are re- 
markable for the size and strength oftheir 
beaks. If you haven’t, I dare say you will 
generously take my word for it, 

And, percontra, itmay also have struck 

ou that most tropical fruits have thick or 
1ard, nauseous rinds, which need to be torn 
off before the monkeys or birds for whose 
use they are intendedcan get at them and 
eatthem. Our little Northern strawberries 
and raspberries and currants and whortle- 
berries, developed witha single eye to the 
pretty robins and finches of the temperate 
climes, can be popped into the mouth and 
eaten as they stand; they are meant for small 
birds to devour, and to disperse the tiny un- 
digested nutlike seeds in return forthe bribe 
of the soft pulp that surroundsthem. But it 
is quite otherwise with oranges, 
shaddocks, bananas, plantains, mangoes 
and pineapples; these great tropical 
fruits can only.be eaten properly with a knife 
and fork, after stripping off the hard and 
often acrid rindthat guards and preserves 
them. They iay themselves out for disper- 
sion by monkeys, toucans and other rela- 
tively large and powerful frult-eaters, and 
the rind is put there as a barrier against 
small thieves who would roo the sweet pulp, 
but be absolutely incapable of carrying away 
and dispersing the large and richly stored 
seeds it covers. 

Parrots and toucans, however, have no 
Knivesand forks to cut off the rind with; 
but as monkeys use their fingers, so the 
birds use for the same purpose their sharp 
and powerful bills. No better nut-crackers 
and fruit parers could possibly be founa. 
The parrot in particular has developed for 
the purpose his curved and inflated beak—a 
wonderful weapon, Keen asa tallor’s scis- 
sors and moved by powerful muscles on 
either side of the face, which bring together 
the cutting edges with extraordinary energy. 

The way the bird holdsa fruit gingerly in 
one claw, while he strips off the rind dexter- 
ously with his under-hung lower mandible, 
and keeps a sharp outlook meanwhile on 
either side with the sly and stealthy eyes of 
his fora possible intruder, suggests tothe 
observing mind the whole living drama 
of his native forest. One sees in 
that vivid world the watchful monkey ever 
ready toswoop down on the tempting talil- 
feathers of his hereditary foe; one sees the 
canny parrot ever prepared for his rapid 
attack, and ever eager to make him pay with 
five joints of his tailfor his impertinent in- 
terference with an unoffending fellow- citizen 
of the arboreal community. 


THE GERMAN INFANTRY. 


How the Principal Arm of Wilhelm’s Es- 
tablishment is Organized. 


From Harper’s Magazine for May. 

The infantry is the principal arm ofthe 
army, not only in regard to numbers, but for 
its capacity of being. employed at any time 
andinany country. It forms, consequently, 
the principal part of the army, and is organ- 
ized, since Oct. 1, 1890, in 538 battalions, of 
which 519 are comprised ini173 regimehts, 
while 19 are forming independent Jager bat- 
talions. The number of infantry regiments 
contributed by Prussia is 133; Bavaria, 20; 
Saxony, 12; Wurtemberg, 8; and Jager bat- 
talions by Prussia, 14 (includingthe guard 
Schutzen battalion); Bavaria, 2; Saxony, 3. 

The regiments are differently described as 
infantry, fusileer, grenadier regiments, also 
a Schuetzen regiment inthe Twelfth Army 
Corps, but they do not differ in armament, 
training and employment. The names of 
fusileers, grenadiers and schuetzen have 
merely a historical meaning. In point of 
fact the infantry in the German army is a 
unity, which extends also to the rifles, 
although they have preserved some pecullar- 
ities. The Prussian rifle battalions are 
mainly recruited from professional rangers 
and foresters, who, as a rule, engage for 
eight years’ active service, whereby they es- 
tablisha claim for employment in subordi- 
nate positions inthe Government’s forestry 
service. 

A regiment has three battalions, each bat- 
talion four companies. The regiment is 
headed by a colonel, each battalion by a staff 
officer as battalion commander, each com- 
pany by acaptainaschief of company. For 
internal service the company is divided into 
inspections under the supervision of leuten- 
ants, and in corporals’ guards under the 
guidance gf non-commissioned officers: 

Tothe infantry belongs also the training 
battalion at Potsdam, which is attached to 
the guard corps, andtowhich officers, non- 
commissioned officers and menfrom all in- 
fantry troops except the guard and Bavarian 
corps are detailed, generally fora period of 
six months. During winter the training bDat- 
talion is reduced to the size of a company. 

Among the men levied for the army, only 
such are mustered into the infantry as are 
able to bear arms and the fatigues of march- 
ing. They must have a height of at least 1.57 
meters (61.8 inches). The most alert men are 
assigned totherifies. For active service un- 
derarms each battalion drawsannually 230 
recruits if itiskept onthe higher, 200if on 
the lower standard.

The 
two members he had failed to find; one 
had been suddenly called away on account 
of sicknessin his family; four were out of 
town. He had notified the other twelve and 
they had promised to be here this morning. 

The Speaker stated that the Sergeant-at- 
Arms had called on him last night and asked 
what he should do with the members upon 
whom he served the warrants. The Speaker 
had taken the liberty to instruct him to 

notify them to be present to-day. 

The recalcitrant members were then 
summoned to the bar of the House and called 
upon to present such excuses for their 
absence as they might see fit. 

Mr. Bowers of California, was the first 
prisoner to be arranged. He said his chief 
offense consisted of being caught. He had 
been present yesterday, but had gone 
home it order to answer the letters 
of persons wanting pensions or 
post-offices or of some persons who did not 
want somebody else appointed postmaster. 
He had no intention of infracting the rules of 
the House. He thought he obeyed them as 
wellas, if not better, than the average mem- 
ber. 

A motion to excuse Mr. Bowers was made, 
but many members, believing that the arrest 
of a member for neglect of duty was not mere 
child’s play, but a serlous matter, demanded 
the yeas and nays. 

LIVELY DEBATE. 

Pending the announcement of the vote Mr. 
Burrows of Michigan made the point of order 
that members under arrest could not partic- 
ipate in the proceedings of the House or 
vote until they were excused and cited 
precedents to show that Speaker Win- 
throp had so decided. The Chair said 
that the cases differed in that the members 
then were under arrest, now theorder of 
arrest bad been executed and the members 
were before the bar of the House and were 
now asked to give their excuses. They were 
members and could not be deprived of their 
privilege to vote. Mr. Reed of Maine said 
that all this trouble arose from neglect of the 
Constitution of the United States, and these 
men could be counted when excused, 
The House had attempted to override 
the Constitution. (Laughter on Democratic 
side.) It wasthe attempt of the House to 
override the Constitution which now made it 
the laughing stock for gods and men. 
(Laughter,) ‘the vote resulted 122 to 53, and 
Mr. Powers was excused. 

Mr. Boatner of Loulsiana moved that all 
proceedings under the call be dispensed with. 
Voted down. 

Mr. Dunphy’s name was passed on motion 
of Mr. Tracy on account of death in his 
family. Mr. Ellis of Kentucky said he was 
present yesterday until a late hour, and 
having somé Kentucky friends inthe city he 
took them tohis residenceto dispense true 
genuine Kentucky hospitality. [{Laughter.| 
He was excused. Mr. Harter of Ohio was 
present until 3 o’clock, and having import- 
ant business atthe Post-office Department 
he went there. Mr. Caruth moved that the 
gentleman from Ohio be fined a silver dollar: 
[Laughter.] Mr. Biand of Missourlasked that 
he be excused. Granted. 

Mr. Hemphill of South Carolina, Mr, Mc- 
Donald of New Jersey, Mr. Pickny of South 
Dakota, Mr, Randall of Massachusetts, Mr. 
Stackhouse of South Carolina and Tracy 
of New York were respectively ex- 
cused amid some laughter. Mr. Meredith 
of Virginia created considerable amusement 
by confessing his sin of omission yesterday, 
stating that he went to the races 
with a Senator, but that he had paid 
for the privilege. This completed 
the list of twelve law-breakers who were 
arraigned. .Mr. Bunn of North Carolina 
asked unanimous consent that the House 
proceed with consideration of bills on the 
private calendar. 

THE REGULAR ORDER. 

Mr. Blount of Georgia asked that the House 
go into the committee of the whole onthe 
diplomatic and consular appropriation bill, 
but Mr. Boatner of Loulsiana demanded the 
regular order, which the Speaker stated was 
the Walker expunging resolution. 

Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky suggested the 
advisability of having the case nolle prossed., 

Mr. Reed said that he was sure that if the 
gentleman should ask unanimous consent for 
the complete withdrawal of the resolution 
there would be no objection, and ‘*we can all 

live in peace and harmony:’ 

But Mr. Breckenridge declined to take this 
step, and on motion of Mr. MecNillin, the 
Walker matter was postponed until to-mor- 
row. 

The House then went into committee ofthe 
whole, Mr. Hatchof Missouri, in the Ohair, 
on the private calendar.

COLLINSVILLE MINERS STRIKE. 


Prospect of It Spreading to All the Con- 
solidated Coal Co.’s Mines. 

The miners of Collinsville, Ill,, are still out 
ona strike andthe situation presents quite 
an ugly appearance. Joe Wilson and John 
Hadfield, the Labor Committee appointed by 
the miners’ union to consult with the Attor- 
ney General, have not been reinstated andthe 


strike is spreading. The strikers insist that 
their wages must be paid tothem weekly, as 
the law directs, ora general strike will be 
called and every mine in lllinois will be shut 
down. A meeting will be held this afternoon 
among the miners and if the Oon- 
solidated Coal Co. of this city re- 
fuses to reinstate the discharged employes 
and to comply with the law in regard to the 
payment of their wages, they will at once 
proceed to carry out theirthreat. The griev- 
ance has been conveyed to all the miners in 
Illinois, and it is highly probable that a gen- 
eral strike participated in by thousands of 
miners will ensue if the Consolidated 
Coal Co. does not see fit to acceed to the 
demands of its employes. 

A reporter of the Post-DISPATCH called at 
the office of the Consolidated Coal Co. this 
morning but Manager J. C. Simpson was not 
in. The office a did not .kKnow where 
he could be found, did not know when he 
would return and po onein the office ap- 
peared tobe awareof the fact that a very 
ugly strike was being waged, 

The general impression isthat Mr. Simp- 
600 was called to Collinsville to consult with 
Supt. Fletcherin regard to the trouble now 
going on. 

The miners employed by the Consolidated 
Coal Co. in Staunton do not seem to be tne 
least disturbed atthe strike in Collinsville. 
The mines in this city pay every month, but 
company makes advances to the miners at 
any time before the regular pay day. Many 
of our miners get part of their pay every 
week.

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DEEMING’S DEFENSE 


The Murderer’s Counsel Trying to Prove 
Homicidal Mania, 


APPEARANCE ON THE STAND OF HIS 
LAST INTENDED VICTIM. 


The Prisoner Has Apparently Abandoned 
Hope—Miss Rounsevell Recites How 
She Became Engaged to ‘Baron Swan- 
ston”—Evidence Showing That the Ac- 
cused Was Also a Thief. 


MELBOURNE, April 29.—The trial of Fred- 
erick Bailey Deeming, alias Williams, for the 
murder of his wife. at Windsor, asuburb of 
Melbourne, was continued in the Central 
Criminal Court to-day. The Central Criminal 
Court room was thronged long before the 
hour of opening,there being general curiosity 
to see not only Deeming himself, but also Miss 
Rounsevell, the young woman to whom he 
was engaged to be married, and who, it was 
expected, would testify to-day. Deeming 
did not show much change from yesterday. 
Remarks that he has made indicate that he 
considers his case hopeless, especially since 
he was abandoned by his solicitor, Mr. Mar- 
shall Lyle. Crown Prosecutor Walsh is win- 
ning general approval by thejthoroughness of 
the case which he has presented against the 
prisoner. 

When the name of Miss Rounsevell was 
called there was considerable excitement in 
court. She walked to the witness-box un- 
falteringly, and, having been sworn, looked 
steadfastly at the prisoner, who returned her 
gaze. Miss Rounsevell, in reply to 
the questions addressed to her, stated 
that she was traveling from Adelaide 
to Sydney on board the steamer Ade- 
laide, which called at Melbourne on Jan. 
12. After the vesselleft Melbourne she was 
sitting in the saloon when a gentleman who 
was passing stopped and asked whether she 
was sick. She repliedin the negative. The 
same gentleman afterwards asked her to join 
a*game of whist, introducing himself as 
Baron Swanston. Sheconsented and in this 
manner an acquaintance was formed. ‘‘He 
is sitting there,’’ the witness added, point- 
ing tothe prisoner. Witness continued: 

‘*aAttbat time he worea moustache. Next 
day he asked me if I intended staying at Syd- 
ney. Isaid no, I was goingtojoin my sister 
at Bathurst. He then said that he was going 
that way and would branch off and stop at 
Bathurst, too. While we were in Sydney 
‘Swanston’ gave methe ring produced, On 
the afternoon of the same day he 
“asked me to marry him. I _ replied 
that I did not intend to marry. 
During the journey to Bathurst, ‘Swanston’ 
remarked that I looked fatigued, and pro- 
duced a small silver flask containing brandy, 
which he recommended meto sip, but Ide- 
clined to taste it. When we arrived at 
Bathurst my sister met me atthe station, and 
lintroduced the prisoner. He renewed his 
offer of marriage, and I accepted him. 
Swanston left Bathurst on Jan. 17. 
letters from him from Sydney and Melbourne, 
also several telegrams.’’ 

The letters from Deeming to Miss Rounse- 
vell were put in evidence. In one letter 
Deeming urges Miss Rounsevell to lose no 
time in joining. him, and stated that he had 
obtained employmentas engineer of Frazier’s 
gold mine at Southern Cross. 

Throughout her evidence Miss Rounsevell 
spoke of Deeming politely and unresentfully. 
She declared that Deeming’s manner toward 
her had always been courteous and kind. 

Mr. Hirscnfeldt, who accompanied Deem- 
ing, at the time he was arrested, from Perth, 
West Australia, to Melbourne, was the next 
witness called. He was subjected toa severe 
cross-examination, counsel for the prisoner 
trying to elicit from him whether Deeming 
had displayed any signs of insanity on the 
voyage. The witness stated, however, that 
in his opinion Deeming was perfectly sane, 
and his testimony was in nowise shaken by 
the efforts of Deeming’s counsel. 

Severa, witmesses were called by the prose- 
cution, and they all testified to quarrels that 
occurred between Deeming and his wife 
while they were living at Windsor. The 
evidence of a Mr. Vivian, salesman for 

Kilpatrick, jewelers, Melbourne,

sneak thief as well as a murderer. 
Vivian testified that prisoner made 
various purchases at the shop, and about the 
time Deeming, who then called himseif 
*-Dawson,’’ was there two rings were miss- 
ing. These werethe rings which the pris- 
oner afterward presented to Miss Rounseveil. 

The trial was adjourned until to-morrow,

LOST IN A GREAT CITY. 


The Wife of an Indiana Physician Disap- 
pears in New York. 


MOUNT VERNON, Ind., April 29.—The mys- 
tery surrounding the disappearance of Mrs, 
Dr. Geo. R. Peckinpaugh in New York has 
caused much anxiety to her friends. Dr. and 
Mrs. Geo. R. Peckinpaugh were married in 
this city Oct. 11, 1885, Their life has presum- 
ably been a happy one. Mrs. Peckinpaugh’s 
health has not been good, and about four 
months ago she had an operation performed 
by Dr. Edwin Walker. She improved greatly 
in health, and when she left here to join her 


husband in New York she was apparently in 
good spirits. She is 28 years old. Her mother 
was almost prostrated when she heard of her 
daughter’s disappearance, and left at once 
for New York. 

Mrs. Peckinpaugh was a very talented and 
highly cultured woman. S&she had painted 
some very clever pictures and written some 
readable novels and verses. About a year 
agoshe was out driving with her mother 
daily. Sne was an enthusiastic horsewoman. 
One day her horse ran away. In turning a 
short corner the buggy was upset, throwihs 
both of the women out. Mrs. Peckinpaugh 
still holding on the reigns, was dragge 
under the horse’s hoofs. She was rescued 
and suffered no severe injuries. But it was 
from that date that Mrs. Peckinpaugh’s 
troubles began. Since then she has been 
nervous, restless and excitable. She has 
been afraid of horses ever since. 

And it was very soon after the accident that 
a physical ailment that had been threatening 
Mrs. Peckinpaugh made an operation neces- 
sary. Shefearea a fatal ending, and said 
thatinany event operation would succeed 
operation and that nothing could cure her. 
She was very much depressed, 

She and her husband went to Chicago and 
consulted a physician. The operation was 
talked of and she became so depressed again 
that her husband decided to go elsewhere. 
They went to Cincinnati. The same thing 
happened there and they came back to Mount 
Vernon. Aftera brief rest the physician who 
at first diagnosed the case performed the 
operation very successfuly. But the womans 
mental depression continued. Frequently 
she left home and went to her husband’s 
office so she would not be alone. 

Then the doctor went to New York to take 
a course of medical lectures. From accounts 
received by relations here Mrs. Peckinpaugh 
arrivedin New York one week ago last 
Tuesday. After rejoining her husband she 
cheered up, and from Tuesday until last Fri- 
day they went around together sight-seeing. 
Friday morning the question of another op- 
eration came up, and Mrs. Peckinpaugh went 
with her husband to consulta physician. 
She astonished her husband and the doctor 
by her knowledge of surgery, and showed 
that she had been devoting her entire time to 
the study of the case. 

They went to the boarding-house at No. 101 
East Twenty-fifth: street and took lancheon 
together. ‘ihe Coctorhad an engagement, 
and after advising his wife where to goto 
amuse herself, he left the house. 

Mrs. Peckinpaugh stopped in the room of 
Mrs. White, the landlady, chatted with her 
awhile, and then went upstairs todress. She 
put on her oldest clothes. One of the women 
boarders passed her room. The door was 
open. Mrs. Peckinpaugh was standing be- 
fore ithe mirror. Both hands were raised to 
her head arranging her hat, and she was 
laughing violently. There was no one else in 
the room. 

Mrs. Peckinpaugh left the house about 3 
o’clock. One ofthe waiter girls noticed that 
she walked on very slowly and with her head 
hanging down. ‘The only explanation is that 
Mrs. Peckinpaugh became suddenly deranged 
and may have thrown herself in the river. 
That was the last seen of her.

AN IDOL SHATTERED. 


Poor Opinion of Sir Edwin Arnold in 
Japan. 


ST. PauL, April 29.—Chas. N. Chadbourn, 
an lilinois banker, who is now in Jepan, says 
in a letter received here: ‘‘Another idol 
which has been rudely shattered since my 
arrivalin Japan is Sir Edwin Arnold.

His fulsome 
and indiscriminate praise of everything 
Japanese is greatly resented by residents 
here, who claim that the Japanese are by no 
means the perfect beings he makes them out 
to be, but he has grossly misstated the facts 
in order to curry favor.

CRESPO’S REVOLT.

President Polacio Declares Venezuela is 
at Peace. 


THE REVOLUTIONARY LEADER’S TROOPS 
ROUTED AT ALL POINTS. 


Other Advices From the Republic Say the 
Movement Against the Government is 
Growing—Exiled Gen. Garcia’s Ac- 
count of the Situation—Crespo’s Son in 
Peril—He May Be Tortured. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 29.—Gen. Bolet-. 
Peraza, Minister of Venezuela to the United 
States, has received official advices of the 
progress of the rebellion in his country, by 
the steamer Caracas, which are dated upto 
April 19. Gen, Casanas, commanding the 
Government forces sent against Gen. Crespo, 
after pacifying the district of Guarico, 
marched on the section of Apure in pursuit 
of Crespo, who was retreating with about 200 
horsemenin that direction, more than 400 
miles from Caracas. In the meanwhile, ev- 
ery town in Guarico without exception has 
been Occupied and is at present garrisoned 
by the Government troops. 

In order to understand the real iniportance 
of this news it should be known that the re- 
bellion broke out two months ago, but in 
three instances it did not have any signifi- 
cance. The first revolt was headed by Crespo 
inthe Guarico. This movement was of tho 
material importance because Crespo did not 
succeed in getting together enough men to 
offer battle, but it had a political bearing be- 
cause Crespo was the leader of the rebellion 
and because Guarico was his home, 

The second revolutionary center was the 
State of Los Andes. The importance of the 
movement depended on the fact that it was 
headed by the whole official body of the State; 
and, furthermore, it was of greater moment 
because it had fromthe beginning a fully 
equipped army. 

The third revolutionary center was situated 
in the State of Zamora. Its importahce was 
due to the facility with which the rebels 
could reach the center of the republic 
through the Cojedes. With regard to Crespo, 
the latest news reported by Gen. Casanas is 
to the effect that he has the fugitive leader so 
harassed that he does not doubt that he 
(Crespo) will be obliged to accept the capitu- 
lation already offered him. The official dis- 

atches from the State of Los Andes set 
orth the complete pacification of that 
state. This has been effected by three army 
corps of the Government, which occupy to- 
day the whole of the State. Reports from 
the State of Zamora state that the rebellious 
faction has been annihilated by defeats and 
arrests, Therest ofthe republicisin peace. 
Respecting the financial condition of the 
Government, due to the commercial panic 
produced by the false news propagated by 
the enemies of peace, ithas now improved 
considerably. 

The above news attested by official docu- 
mentsin the Venezuelan legations confirms 
the telegram dated the 27th inst., which 
President Palacio addressed to the Minister 
of Venezuela at Washington, announcing the 
total defeat of the revolutionary forces at 
every polnt. 


AN EXILE’S STORY. 

NEW YORK, April 29.—Among the passen- 
gers on the steamer Caracas, which recently 
arrived here from Venezuela, was Gen. Tosta 
Garcia, who has served his country in many 


distinguished capacities, pre-eminently those 
of Governor of the City of Caracas, President 
of the State of Miranda, member of Congress 
for four terms, President of the Chamber of 
Deputies and General ofimportant divisions 
ofthe army in several revolutions, He is 
now inexile. Discussing the Crespo revolu- 
tion against President Palacio, the General 
laid the greatest stress on the position in 
which Gen. Casanas, Palacio’s right hand 
man, finds himself. In front of him, sothat 
he cannot advance, is the State of Apure, the 
hotbed of the revolutionists. Gens. Galindez 
and Diaz Grafe are stationed there with ade- 
quate forces. The State of Zamora is on the 
other side, and there Gen. Hanzano and other 
tried men are holding forth, while the road 
leading from Camaguan to Caracas, the capl- 
tal, which would be the only safe way by 
which he could retreat, is occupied by Crespo 
himself, with Ramon Geuerra and other 
chiefs. Casanasis not thought to have more 
than sixteen hundred men under him, while 
the combined forces of the revolutionists 
—e him easily number three thou- 
sand. 

Gen. Garcia places little reliance on the re- 
portofthe routof Crespo’s army, received 
by the Venezuelan Minister at Washington. 
He says the people are on the side of « respo, 
and the best fighting men, too. More than 
one foreign government is inclined to make 
trouble with the Palacio government on ac- 
count of the enforced conscription of foreign- 
ers In the Venezuelan national army. 


CRESPO’S SON CAPTURED. 

LAGUOYA, Venezula, April 29.—The Govern- 
ment has captured a son of the revolutionist 
leader Crespo, and the young man, it de- 
clares, will be executed on the day his father 
comes within a league of Caracas. Presli- 
dent Palacio also announced that he will sub- 


ject yuung Crespo to torture unless Mrs. 
Crespo divulges her husband’s plans. 

The Government losses at the battle of Tom- 4 
pit de Colon were 350 men killed and 500 
wounded. Palacio has purchased a large 
quantity ofarmsin Trinidad. This confirms 
the current reports that Palacio has secured 
the active support of Great Britain in consid- 
eration of conceding to that country the dis- 
puted territory between Veuezula and British 
Guiana, 

President Palacio maintains a strict censor- 
ship over all telegrams sent from the terri- 
tory over which he still has control. Such 
reports as do reach the capitalare very dis- 
heartening tothe Government. The revolu- 
tionists are said to be pete ned ays arms and 
ammunition and sums of money are also sup- 
plied constantly to Gen. Crespo. Crespo, it 
is said, has at length began to move for his 
headquarters at the southern end of Lake 
Valencia. 

It is believed that simultaneously Mora has 
started toward Valencia. The plan appears 
to be to attack Valencia, Victoria and Puerto 
Cabello before moving on Caracas. Palacio’s 
General in Chief, Casaras, has been captured 
by Crespo’s soldiers. 

The situation in Caracas is unchanged, ex- 
cept that the feeling of alarm is becoming 
greater. Palacio is very much afraid of 
assassination and keeps himself strongly 
guarded.

ST. LOUIS WILL SEND DELEGATES TO 
ALL THE GATHERINGS. 


Delegations to the Methodist Convention 
at Omaha Arrive inthe City—Work of 
the Different Conventions — Catholics 
and Secret Societies — Sunday-School 
Superintendents’ Union Meeting. 


The absorbing topic in religious circles at 
present is the national connections of the 
great religious denominations of the country. 
The twenty-first quadrennial meeting of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church will hold its ses- 
sion in Omaha, beginning May 2. The Pres- 
byterian General Assembly convenes at Port- 
land, Ore., May 15. The Southern Baptist 
Missionary Convention will be held in At- 
lanta, Ga , beginning May 6. Stg, Louis will 
send delegates toeach. Matters Of great im- 
portance will be discussed at each assembly, 
and the liveliest interest is being taken by 
church people in the outcome of each con- 
vention. 

The Methodist Assembly which meets next 
Monday will be largely attended. Delegates 
are beginning to come into St. Louis on their 
way to Omaha. Bishops Joyce, Wallalein 
and Bowman left from here last Tuesday to 
attend the conference of bishops which pre- 
cedes the general session, This morning the 
Ohio and Texas delegations arrived in the 
city and were welcomed at M, E. headquar- 
quarters, Fifteenth street and Lucag place. 
In the party were Drs. D. H. Moore, W. H. 
Cranston, J.C. Hartzell, J. D. Hammond, 
J. Pearson and Messrs, A. H. Lucas and J. M. 
Gamble of Cincinnati, Dr. A. Boering of Cov- 
ington, Rev. J. D. Gilham of Centralia, 
Ill.; Rev. O. H. Clark of Believille, 
Mr. J. M. Van Treese, Salem; Drs. W. H. 
Logan, Navosota, Tex.;J. B. Scott, Houston; 
Freeman Parker, Huntsville, Tex. and 
Messrs H. B. Pemberton and R. B. Smith, 
The party will be shown about the city and 
leave withthe St. Louis§delegates to-night. 
There are no ministerial delegates from this 
city but three lay representatives. James A. 
Field, for the St. Louis Conference, John M. 
Arbuckle for the Central Missouri Colored 
Conference and H. A. Jacoby for the German 
Conference. 

Among the important questions likely to be 
discuss ed are the status of the bishops, pas- 
toral time limit, elegibility of women and 
modification of the work ofthe Freeman’s 
Aid and Southern Education Society. There 
will be 500 delegates in attendance, 

The Presbyterian General Assembly at 
Portland will be watched with acute interest 
by churchmen all averthe world. The all 
absorbing topic will be the final disposition 
of Dr. Brigg’scase. It is generally admitted 
now thatthe anvproaching decision will be 
adverse to the doctor. As an tndication of 
the change in sentiment against the doctor 
the action of the New York Presbytery in 
sending anti-Briges delegates to, the assem- 
bly is cited. A few months =~ it will be re- 
membered, the New Yor -Presbytery.<is- 
missed the charges against Prof. Briggs by a 
vote of 94 to 39.. An appeal against their de- 
cision was made to the General Assembly, and 
the case will come up for their final adjudica- 
tion. The Presbytery at its meeting two weeks 
ago elected anti-Briggs Commissioners to the 
General Assembly, and .his condemnation by 
that body is looked upon as an almost certain 
event. The change in sentimentinthe New 
York body ts said to be due to the professor’s 
proficiency in the simple art of making ene- 
mies. 

The St. Louis Commissioners to the Assem- 
bly are J. W. Allen and W, J. Lee, minis- 
terial, and ©. H. Semple and George 
McCrea, lay delegates. They are 
all outspoken in their opposition 
to Dr. Briggs. The work of the Revisionary 
Committee, of which Dr, Niccolls of this city 
is a member, will aiso come up for discussion. 
The Southern delegates will stop over in St. 
Louis on thelr way to the convention. 

The Southern Baptist Convention, which 
meets at Atlanta, Ga., next Saturday, is an 
assemblage of the missionary societies of the 
Baptist Church. The work of the convention 
will be the mapping out of work in the home 
and foreign field and the appointment of 
missioners forthe work. About seventy-five 
delegates will be in attendance from the city 
and State.
